YOUR HEALTH 
By HERMAN N. BTTNDESEN, M. D. 
MOST HOME permanents are harm- 


less to the hair, skin and scalp of the 
average person, if the waving solutions 
are giveif normal use. However, therp. 
are always a few people who are over- 
sensitive to cold wave lotions, and they 
may be bothered with a skin inflama- 
tion, or dermatitis. 


Others are tempted to give them- 


selves permanents too often, or make 
up their own methods in order to get 
better or cheaper results. These people 
may also run the risk of skin and scalp 
troubles. 


Here are some of the points to 


in case wave lotions have proved i 
tating. 


A common practice is to wear a plas- 


tic shower cap. or some such water- 
proof covering, after applying a waving 
lotion. T!ii= i* harmless to some women, 
but can cause, an inflammation of the 
scalp in others. The cap has the effect of 
preventing the ammonia in the solution 
from evaporating as quickly as it. should, 
so that the lotion in contact with scalp 
remains strong for too long a time. 


Others leave the waving solution on 


overnight without rinsing the hair. This 
is another possible cause of irritation. 


Danger to the hair itself from home 


permanents. is also possible in some 
cases. When the hair has been dyed, 
some permanent changes usually take 
place that may interfere with the normal 
waving process. The solution that would 
\vork on natural hair is apt to he too 
strong for bleached or dyed hair, and 
may lead to over-processing and perm- 
anent damage may result. 


Damage may come from waving th« 


hair too frequently. This is especially 
true in women over sixty, because of 
the fact that growth of new long hair 
has actually stopped at this age. To 
frequent waving may even cause a ten 
ency towards baldness in older women. 


Most skin rallies duos 'o waving solu- 


lion are temporary and clear up readily 
und?r the careful guidance of a physi- 
cian.
